With regard to me it 
is false. 1 have neither published nor stated any belief about who the assassins were 
and I do not claim to know. In fact, I tell you I do not know* 

While it is right and proper tp avoid prejudgements, how about your own? From the 
multitudinous coasittee leaks to its so-called report to your statement on this shew that 
Cases Earl Ray was tbs killer of Dr. King and going back to your personal association 
with A.J.a'ebersaa yon have prejudged. You personally and year coaaaittee have aade 
tiie ease mistake of all prior official investigations of mi nature. Sow you add to this 
by falsely attributing this error to sc. 


It also is not true that you have had no association with Lane. It has been reported 
to aa that his literature Is given out in your office and I know you "stumbled" in 
repeating some of his propaganda m fact. In this the eosanittee succeeded is what I would 
once have considered impossible, defaadng the Memphis police, {''StuBbled 8 is tbs description 
of Ms Pat Orr.) la fact the coaraittee owes it a life to Lane's propaganda, presented to 
the Congress as fact. la turn he has commercialised this in a deal reported in six figures. 


You also claim your committee has investigated at least sIM^sreas n^ver before in- 
vestigated. If this is true and if these are investigations that should be conducted it 
would be gratifying to me. However, based particularly on the eoasaittee s public record, 

I doubt this.- I therefore ask shat these previoasly-utiinvestigated areas are. As X see it 
you not only do not know what has beau investigated, you have even, failed to try to find 
out.

And in all the years 
of your supposed interest in this subject you have never once asked me what I know or how 
I Bight bs able to help you. 


I did begin by offering cooperation to the committee and. by lending it materials the 
source of which was immediately and deliberately misrepresented to the eonsittee Members. 
If you read the transcript of fete first public session you held you. will see that ti® 
Members were led to believe the records being discussed case from the Maxphic prosecutor. 
He in fact had refused you anything without a subpoena end those records in fact are laine. 
In that sarno session the Kachans ware aisled in other ways. I as; confident that if 1 heb 
other transcripts I would be able to shew you aors of this. 


Although I have called for a Congressional investigation of the JFK assassination 
since concluding ay first book in 2/65 I cannot support one that begins with the unhidden 
bias of yours. Individually and coll .ctively you began with conclusions. This is no way 
to investigate, I believe it shames the Congress.
